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BREVETS—WITH A CONDITION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ir is a whimsical illustration of the peculiarity of 
laws governing our Army, as it is also of the status 
of officers ving brevets under the same, that 
while the officer is not denied bis parchment, be nev- 
ertheless finds himself confron with those clauses 
of enactment inbibiting him from well pigh wus 
privilege or advantage naturally pertaining toh 
distinction. Thus, it is provided that such officer is 
not to appear at any time or place, on duty, in the 
uniform of his advanced e, or with any of the 
insignia thereof. Neither is he to be addressed in 
orders, or in communications of an official char- 
acter, by other than the title of his “‘ actual " rank. 
His doll, so to say, however pretty to the eye, turns 
out in theend to be rather unsatisfactorily stuffed 
with sawdust. 

Now, there was a time when brevets had a broad- 
er signification ; when, not to speak of precedence, 
the rank conferred by brevet meant, under given 
circumstances, command, and in connection there- 
witb, pay. In those days it was tbat we never 
should have beheld the gallant Hunt—one of the 
most competent and valuable officers of his time— 
entering upon duty under his brevet as a major- 
general, to receive but the stipend of acolonel. To 
take up the jobof a workman of higher nominal 
grade, and get less pay. The which may also be said 
of others exercising command equal te rank by 
brevet, and seeing therefor no accession to the sum 
total of dollars—evea from the period ia question 
down to this. 

1t —* fact, the tenacity with which the veteran 
Scott held to the principle of compensation equiva- 
lent to command under his brevet of tieut.-general, 
that set going the great correspondence between 
himeeilf aud his oldtime enemy, Mr. Jefferson Davis, 
then Secretary of War—Scott insisting, Jeff protest- 
ing, with epithetsin the meantime whizzing through 
the air in a manner to make all biue—oae of these, 
indeed, being averred by tradition to have been 
composed of four letters, commencing witb an “!.” 
Until, finally, Jeff buried it at Scott that to meet his 

retences would take thousands of dollars from the 

reasury. Whereunto the valiant Wiofield, reply- 
pg, made remark that that was just it; tbat the 
said thousands were exactly what he was after ; and 
that by the great horn spoon, as weil as by grace 
of the fnree brave stars of bis svoulder strap—they 
wore the insignia then—he would have the money! 
The law gave it to him, and his command was not 
below the claim. And haveit he did; and so the 
conflict enued—albeit the echoes thereof are said to 
have lingered in the old War Department building 
until the pulling down of the same, and the set- 
ting up upon its site of the present marvei of pillars. 
rateful indeed should the servants of our Re- 
eg! be for its kindiy and complimentary notive; 
ut that a brevet gained upon auty is not to be 
worn on duty, seems somewhat of an anomaly. 
Unless, too, we misconcejive the thing in the whole, 
the sovercign of Europe who shouid noid out to bis 
army the prospect of a decoration for distinguished 
conduct, coupied with @ condition that no cross, or 
medal, or other form of insigoia, should be dis- 
played on occasions of review or purade, wouid ex- 
cite v little enthusiasm, whether in nis own or 
the behalf of his proposition. 

Little chance, it is likely, exists of any return to 
the system of payment for command by virtue of 
the brevet; but the brevet being the highest form 
of executive aaqueves in our own Service, and the 
conaitions as afficmed by law in connection there- 
with baving been made of late the subject of a pe- 
tition to Congress, we hasten to add our mite of 
encouragement to the movement, trusting that offi- 
cers under brevet commissions may be ai least per- 
mitted to appear on duty with honors fairly earned, 
as well as r nized in orders and correspondence 
by just titles of rank. TRacY.

RECOLLECTIONS OF COL. H. L. KENDRIOK. 


Cotoyet Kexprick was one of the quaintest of 
men. 1 knew him ail my life, and some of my hap- 

nest memories are indissolubly associated with 

im. indeed, I cannot think of West Point without 
him. 

He was for a number of years assistant to my 
father in the Department of Chemistry, Mineralogy 
and Geology. “Old Dad,’ as be was then, and long 
after, called, was a familar figure in my childhood. 
He came and went as one of the family. Alwaysa 
bachelor, be lived in those days in a room io the 
Academic Building. 1 remember that upon his re- 
turn from the Mexican War, he brought my bre- 
thers a sabre apiece, and mea toy sword. I always 
prized this as an undoubted trophy, as genuine as 
the flags of Perote and Chapultepec. 

When my father died in 1857, Major Kendrick suc- 
ceeded bim as professor, and moved into my old 
house. He was summoned from Fort Defiance, New 
Mexico. Many willrecail how the mention of that 
region would always induce in him a flow of de- 
lightfal anecdote. 

One of his eccentricities was to bar, bolt and lock, 
by complicated contrivances, all bis windows and 
doors; this, in a house where hitherto everything 
had been left open. ‘“ Mind,” he would say, * we'll 
have a big robbery here yet.” I think he exper- 
ienced a deal of satisfaction afterwards when such 
a robbery did indeed take piace. | used to say, 
“but there are the sentinels, major.” ‘“‘ The very 
fellows I’m afraid of,” he would rejoin. 

He had a haLit of soliloquizing about the house, 
as thus: **Where in thunder are those keys? i 
know i had those kevs! Cadet Kendrick, whereare 
those infernal keys?” 

I was at bis bouse the time the Merrimac began 
to be mentioned in the newspapers as a possible 
danger. He pointed one day to an item in the 
N. Y. Aerald, a mere line concerning it, and said: 
* A line now ; an editorial next week attor the dam- 
age is done. I do believe if our Government knew the 
Apgel Gabriel war building a tin trumpet at Alex- 
andria, in plain sight of Washington, they’d never 
think in the world of stopping biw!”’ 

He told me once of some irascible old officer who 
attended service at the chapel of some post. The 
chaplain had a squeaky voice and announced the 
pealter for the “Thirteenth Day of the Month— 
morning prayer!” ‘Sixteenth! ” growled the vet- 
eran. “Sixteenth Day of the Month!” amended 
the —— parson. * | had him there!” responded 
the officer. 

The Mejor once said to me, “ Did you use to have 
rate here in your time? They actually swing on the 
beil-ropes now!’ He told me once of a cross-eyed 
man in Kentucky who was running for Congress, 
but be looked so many ways at once and it was 80 
imporsible to determine his actual range of vision 
that bis constituents could not make up their minds 
to trust bim; hence be was not elected. 

He told a story of a cadet of his time, named Gib- 
son. Hethreat ned to assassinate some professor, 
and went out armed with a huge koife. Returning 
soon after, he threw upon the floor something done 
upina blvody cloth, saying: “I've fixed the old 
fellow now!” The cadets were filled with horror. 
Oo examination, the cloth was found to contain a 
decapitated turkey ! 

I shall never forget his first meeting with my wife. 
It was in 1882. She and | were chatting with Prof. 
Jupius B. Woeeler on his stoop when up strolled the 
Colonel. After a few minutes general conversation 
he euddenly turned to my wife and exclaimed, 
“ Mrs. Bailey, excuse me, but never in my life did I 
see such wonderful hair!’’ Weall went off into peals 
of laughter, in which my young wife heartily 

oined. 

’ During the same visit we attended service with 
him atthe chapel. Over the chancel, as all West 
Pointers know, is the fine allegorical painting by 
Weir, typical of the Union, and with the legend, 
* Righteousaess becometh a nation, but sin is a re- 
proach to any people!"’ The word but is spelled in 
urchaic style, bvt. The colonel whispered to us, “I 
thought | knew something of real sin, but J have 
always wondered what brevet sin was like! "’ 

We were walking over to the evening dress parade 
with him. The grass of the plain was parched and 
dry. My wife asked if nothing could be done to im- 
prove it! He faced about, as was his habit, and 
paused, with his cane in air to emphasize his state- 
went, saying, with much energy, “ Yes! 1 tell the 
cadets that anything would improve it; coal-scut- 
tles, wash-tubs, aothracite coal—any thing!” 

I find this note in my diary for Juiy 20, 1872, “The 
major said to me to-day, * lhe man who sends a 
book into the market uncut deserves to be tried by 
drumhead court-martial and shot! The fact is most 
people ought to besbot; | wouldn't allow more than 
a quarter of them to live!’” Asort of Mr. Boy- 
thorn this. for a tenderer-hearted man never lived.

Gen. Bens. F. Burver, in his recently published 
avtobicerapby, at puges 831 and 832, in improvising 
bis reasons why Grant removed him early in 1865 
from command of the Army of the James, one of 
the armies operating against Richmond at that time, 
user the following language: 

“ While the command of the armies of the James 
and Potomac devolved upon meas the senior major- 
general in Grant's absence, the only action that I 
took while so commanding was tosend a telegram 
to the Secretary of War communicating the fact 
that l bad ascertained that, through an omission of 
duty of the quartermaster of the department of the 
Army of the Potomac, the borses of that Army were 
without sufficient forage and means of sustenance, 
apd asking that the matter might be attended to, 
which was done. 

“What there was in that to demonstrate any unfit- 
ness to command a large army I leave the reader to 
judge. My criticism upon the wantof proper action 
vf Ingails, Graot’s quartermaster-general, who 
lived with bim ut City Point, infuriated him, and he 
joined the other staff officers with his great influence 
over Grant, which certainly he had, however ob- 
tained.” 

I trust no one will regard me immodest or imper- 
tinent when | declare that Gen. Butler was and is 
entirely in error as to myself. lt a matter of re- 
cord that I served commendably in the field during 
the whole rebellion, under all the different com- 
manders of the Army of the Potomac; but, at the 
time of Gen. Butler’s removal, | was chief quarter- 
master cf the armies operating against Ricnmond, 
on the staff of Gen. Grant. 

The present quartermastcr-general was then chief 
quartermaster of the Army of the Potomac, having 
succeeded me. There was no omission of duty on 
my —— nor was there ever a charge or suspicion 
preferred or whispered, then or ever during my 
long service, that 1 was or ever bad been rewiss io 
my official duties. It is true there was a lamentabie 
lack of forage on several important crisis. Tne worst 
and almost criminal of all was earlyin 1865, the 
time referred to by Gen. Butler, just when the 
armies most needed the borses and mules in good 
condition. But it was the omission, or worse of the 
incompetent purchasing officer in New York, sta- 
tioned there by the War Department, and not un- 
der the orders of myself or Gen. Grant, but chiefly 
directed by the late Assistant Secretary of War, 
P. H. Watson. It was the fault of the system and 
of the officer designated to bus and forward, and 
cost the Government maoy extra millions. | made 
energetic efforts to basten forage forward even at 
the risk of endange:iog my poxition. Gen. Grant 
employed his autbority, and doub'ltss Gen. Butler 
did ail in bis power, but it arrived too late. 

On wy return to City Point after the surrender at 
Appomattox, [ found 6,090 tons of hay bad mean- 
time been delivered. A» tor the rest, Gen. Grant 
was like all my comrades, very friendly with me 
since we entered West Point as classmates in 1839. 
He tendered me at the time referred to by Geu. 
Butler a far higher position than | then held, as 
bis memoiis, Joho Ruesell Young’s book and Gen. 
Hvurace Porter van affirm. But 1 had too great an 
admiration and respect for the numerous figating 
generals—not to eay difidence—to accept. Besides, 
I occupied a very responsible and onerous office 
that should not bave been exchanged at such a mo- 
ment.

FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The meeting of the House Naval Oommittee this 
week was short, and uoimportaot. Tne chairman of 
the sub-committee having the Revenue Marine 
Transfer bill in charge being absent final considera- 
tion of that measure went over agaia for another 
week. The bili to increase the rank and retirea 
pay of Asst. Eog. Rhodes was considered but not 
disposed of. d 
Tae Lineal Promotion, Artillery-Iofantry Reor- 
ganization bills and the several other important 
bills yey 4 passed by the Senate were not con- 
sidered by the House Military Committee this week, 
owing to the absence of Chairman Outhwaite. The 
only business transacted at the reguiar meeting on 
Tuesday was the adoption of aresolutien for the 
appointment of A. W. Barrett to succeed Maj. Bone- 
brake as a member of toe Board of Governors of the 
U. 8. Volunteer Soldiers’ Home. 

The Senate on Monday last passed the bill 8. 2470, 
amending the Articles of War so as to compel civil- 
ian witpesses to testify before Court-m and re- 
quiring the approval of the sentence of a Court- 
martial, before execution, by the offiver orderi 
the court, and in the case of a field officer detail 
to try soldiers, the approval of the sentence by the 
brigade commander. 

Senator Daniel on Wednesday introduced in the 
Senate an ameadmentto the Naval Appropriation 
bill making an appropriation of $300, for the ex- 
penses of the naval review next year, und the Sea- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs reported the 
amendment favorably, so that it will doubtless be 
incorporated in the Naval bill when that measure is 
reached in the Senate.

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TARGET PRACTICE, 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

RECENTLY several articles have appeared decry- 
ing the value of target practice and urging schools 
of musketry, etc.,as a remedy for the supposed 
evil. The season for practice is now at band in 
some departments, and if the firing regulations are 
unsuited to the end for which they were prepared, 
the Army ought to knowit and see that the evil 
is corrected. The results obtained under the pre- 
sept regulations have been such that the confidence 
of both officers and men has been immeasurably in- 
creased, and on the frontier this fact has had a very 
telling effect in every Indian combat for ten years 
or more. There seems to be some fatality which 
runs every new thing into the ground in the Army, 
and target practice has had to suffer the same fate. 

Do not let the musketry craze do away with the 
good work now going on. It is easier to amend 
than to censtruct, to tear down than to build up. 
Men are always better soldiers when taught the ac- 
eurate and individual use of their arms, and it 
would be discreditable to do away with the present 
system, for it would be an acknowldgement that 
the mere lout is as good for enlistment as the bright- 
est young American in the land. 

That individual excellence in marksmanship is in- 
valuablein [ndian warfare there can be no question, 
and that men who possess this quality are more val- 
uable for line of battle work than those simp! 
trained to fire at command at so many yards, will 
also be contended by the vast majority of military 


men. 

There is much to be said on both sides of the 
question, and it is believed that with the experi- 
ence now possessed by the Army the firing regu- 
Jations could be so amended as to eliminate all that 
is vicious in principle, or which in practice has pro- 
duced a semblance of trickery, i 

The concensus of opinion is that efficiency is im- 
paired somewhat by the struggle for records. It is 
a serious question in the minds of many officers if 
it would not be wise to do away with the competi- 
tive feature altogether in firing, as well as in the 
publication of records. The amount of practice at 
known distances should be greatly reduced, and file 
and volley firing over absolutely unknown ground 
should be insisted upon. If firing is held in all con- 
ditions of weather then all comparisons of records 
except for organizations at the same post, would be 
unfair and hence useless. 

The target season now occupies all the best 
months in the year, and at many posts much valu- 
able instruction is omitted because the weather will 
not permit it at other seasons, and if combined with 
target practice “records” might suffer. Gailery 
practice and the preliminary instruction required 
for the first month by the firing regulations should 
be permitted at the discretion of the company com- 
mander during bad weather, and this would leave 
the good weather for other exercises of great im- 

ortance to the soldier, and also give some relief 

rom the everlasting “‘ manual of arms drill in the 
quarters.’’ Old soldiers should only be required to 
fire with their organizations volley, file and skir- 
mish practice; perhaps a few unrecerded shots at 
known distances to test their sights at the higher 
ranges, because the present sight is utterly uoreli- 
able at ranges over 300 yards. Amendment, not 
abolition, is what the Army needs.

BOILER EXPLOSLONS ON STEAM VESSELS. 


From 1857 {to 1873, inclusive, there were 36,250 
steamers inspected, having 47,942 boilers, of which 
there were 157 explosions of boilers or steam pipes, 
causing Joss of life, averaging one explosion to each 
305 boilers. 

From 1874 to 1890, inclusive, there were inspected 
87,472: steamers, having 115,233 boilers, of which 
there were 185 explosions of boilers or steam pipes, 
a lors of life, averaging one to each 622 

oilers. 

The four last yo from 1887 to 1890, inclusive, 
there were 26,674 steamers inspected, having 37,651 
boilers, of which there were 16 explosions of 
boilers or steam pipes, causing loss of life, averag- 
ing one to each 2,353 boilers. 

It will be seen by the above statement, compiled 
from the record in the office of the Steamboat In- 
spection Service, that the ratio of explosions of 
boilers has been constantly on the decrease, not- 
withstanding the increased and higher pressure of 
steam that has been used for compound and triple- 
expansion engines. But comparatively afew years 
ago 60 lbs. of steam was considered a high pressure, 
while now 160 Ibs. and over is considered a neces- 
sity. Attention is particularly invited to the re- 
cord for the last four years, where an average of 
one to 2,353 boilers or steam pipes exploded, causing 
loss of jife.

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FRENCH AND BRITISH SEAMEN. 


In an article on the British Navy in the United 
vice Admiral of the Fieet Sir Thomas 
Symonds, G. C. B., contrasts the French system of 
providing drilled seamen with the British—greatly 
to the disadvantage of the latter. He quotes Ad- 
miral den as saying; “ Asan illustration, when 
dining with the French admiral at Hong Kong, a 
seaman from a small French merchant brig came 
on board and reported that he was 20 years old and 
had come to drill for five years; he was afraid to 
zo back to France without having presented him- 
self fordrill. ‘What will you do with that man?’ I 
asked. ‘Ob,’ was the reply. ‘ we shall keep him for 
from three to five years.’ Every merchant seaman 
and fisherman in France is bound to give himself 
up for five years’ service from 20 to 25, and the 
French Government have thus got an enormous 
supply of ‘well drilled’ seamen. There is also a 
reserve of 5,000 well drilled officers in the French 
merchant service. We have not got 500 in ours. 
They keep them from three to five years io men-of- 
war, and then send them back to the merchant ser- 
vice as a thoroughly well drilled body of seamen. 
Every year 7,000 seamen are in this way temporarily 
absorbed into the French Navy for drill.” 

Admiral Symonds adds: *“‘ We have only some 
20,000 volunteers as a reserve—half seamen and balf 
fishermen—none accustomed to serve in ships of 
war. M’ny of ourseamen are only boys of 18—in- 
efficient as men unacclimatized. The French are 
men over 20, having served from three to five years 
in warsbips. Their reserve numbers 114,000 seamen 
apd 30,000 marines.” 


AN ARMY RESERVE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


IN view of a possible need for troops from time to 
time to reinforce our small regular force, why 
would it not be a good idea to create a reserve by 
enrolling as many of the discharged soldiers of the 
Regular Army of good character as would offer 
themselves for that purpose. Some small compen- 
sation might be offered as an inducement and a 
promise of a smal) pension after say 30 years of ser- 
vice in the Regular Army and reserve, service in 
both to be added to make up the time of service re- 
quired for a pension. This reserve force could be 
assembled at least once a year, at some convenient 
point for instruction and target practice, being al- 
ready well grounded in their work, a week or ten 
days would be sufficient. This reserve could be 
officered by Army officers on the retired list or offi 
cers detailed where they can be spared from their 
regiments in the Regular Service or oy avpoint- 
ment of meritorious ex-non-com missioned officers of 
the Regular Service as subalterns. Where it is pos- 
sible, the men composing the reserve should have 
a preference for minor civil service positions and 
employments under the Government at mulitary 
and naval depots. This reserve force would be 
fully equal, if pot superior, to the regular force itself, 
which is largely composed of recruits, not yet in- 
structed or bardened to service, and the fact that 
the men composing it had served at least one en- 
listment and had merited an honorable discharge, 
would be a guarantee of good behavior and loyalty 
to the colors.

THE NEW ENGLISH DRILL BOOK. 


Or the Provisional Infantry Drill Book issued in 
England, March 18, the Volunteer Service Gazette 
says: ‘‘The new manual of infantry drill and train- 
ing warks, it must be confessed, a great advance in 
the views of our military authorities. For the first 
time the factis honestly recognized by them that 
modern weapons have necessitated the abandon- 
ment of the old principles of drill. We are well 
aware that in several successive editions of our 
drill book, the impogesibility of marching up to the 
attack of a position in rigid lines supported by 
dense columns, has been acknowledged more or less 
fully. But the notion has never, until now, been 
thorougbly got rid of that there might still be some 
use for the beautiful and complicated manceuvres 
in close formation. The consequence is that our 
field exercises have hitherto been the most cum- 
brous and the most unpractical in Europe. Ger- 
mans, Austrians and French have long found out 
that there can be no ‘manouvring’ at all by troops 
in contact with the enemy, and that the simplest 
formations were all that could possibly be required 
for rendezvous and route marches. 

“Certainly the lesson has at last been well learned. 
In the work now before us, not only are all the so- 
called ‘close formations’ greatly simplified and re- 
duced in number, but a beginning is made in the 
introduction of the ‘group’ system. The practice 
of framing every evolution by a complicated array 
of points, and markers is virtually abolished, and, 
what is, perhaps, best of ail, the mischievous dis- 
tinction (established only in the drill book of 1889) 
between drill and mavceuvre has n given up, 
with the result, among others, that our infantry 
will no longer move by ‘touch.’ Moreover, there is 
very little left of those old bétes noirs of Brig.- 
Gen. Macdonald—the fixed front and the pivot 
flank ; and, save for the suryival of a few ceremon- 
ial observances, the Eoglish drill now presented 
to us is nearly as simple as that of the Germans and 
simpler than that of the French.”

LIEUTENANT HETHERI*Y GTON’'S TRIAL. 


The steamship Empress, of Japan, brings the de- 
tails of the defense enbdmitted to the trial of Lieut. 
Hetherington, which are reported iu a telegram to 
the N. Y. Sun, 

Lieut. Hetherington returned from a cruise ia 
December, and, owing to what he had learned of 
Robinson's conduct towards bis wife in his absen+e, 
went to Mrs. Bartlett in a stateof great «xcitenent, 
asking her to take charge of bis child, as be eon- 
sidered his wife not a proper person to have charge 
ofit. Later im the day the accused told Mrs. Bart- 
lett that he had agreed tolive with his wife the 
same as before, on account of the child, 

At a ball on Jan. 23 Robinson wrote on Mrs. 
Hetherington’s dance card, and shortly afterward 
left the room alone. I[t was shown that Robinson 
entered the botel bya back door the same nightand 
went to Mrs. Hetherington’s room. 

Robinson’s duplicity was shown in the evidence 
given by Commander Bartlett of the Marion. 
Hetherington had madea co-fidant of him on the 
same day that he asked Mrs. Birtlett to take charge 
of the cn‘id. Commodore Bartlett said that he asked 
Robinson to explain his attentions to and persecu- 
tions of a married woman, and why he had followed 
ber whep he knew that Hetherington was away 
from his wife. Bartlett continued: 

“| said to Robinson: ‘ Hetherington wrote to 
you early in December in an honorable and gentle- 
manly manner, and you wrote him in answer that 

ou would give Mrs. Hetherington no more ciuse 
or anxiety; and yet, after giving your word as a 
gentleman to leave Mrs. Hetherington alone, no 
sooner is the husband’s ship out of the barbor than 
you ge to her at the Grand Hotel.’ To this here- 
ed: 

“* But she wrote me a letter that same morning 
to come and see her, She is always setting her cap 
at me. Every day she persecutes me. She has fol- 
lowed me, trying to get me to pay her attentions,’ 

**L said: * Would it not have been easy for you to 

end some of those notes to the husband, and then 
*hings could have been set'led at once. You blame 
this woman; you, 8 man, who knows thata woman 


»tan never be blamed since the time of Eve.’ 


c “ For the first time [ lost my temper. [ called him 

damned coward to try to fixthe blame upon the 
woman. It was very trying, and I continued: 
* Damn you, you damned scoundrel and villiaa! if 
| had been in Hetherington’s place | would have 
put a bullet through you at sight.’ I don’t usually 
speak in that way. one of my officers hear me 
swear. Robinson turned to me and said: 

“I believe that Lieut. Hetherington is justified in 
his conduct. I deserve shooting. I deserve any- 
thing. 1 have been expecting Hetherington to 
shoot me. Robineon promised not to attend to any 
ball or dinner to which Mrs. Hetherington was in- 
vited, and if by chance he met her to feign iltmess 
and leave.” 

But at that time Bartlett learned that Robinson 
had made arrangemen!s to follow Mrs. Hethering- 
ton should ber husband take her with him. Com- 
mander Bartlett’s testimony still furthor showed 
Robinson’s perfidy. Robinson had expected that 
Hetherington, accompanied by Bartlett, was going 
to horsewhip bim, and had friends assembled to 
protect him. Robinson bad promised never again 
to see Mrs. Hetherington. On New Year’s Day, 
while driving past the Grand Hotel, he, bowever, 
looked up at the window in which Mrs. = 
ton sat and smiled, and continued smiling until h 
carriage was out of sight. Lieut. Hetherington was 
in & passion over this, and was going to horsewhip 
Robinson that night,but friends persuaded bim not 
to. it was shown that Robinson had proposed a 
scheme of flight at the dining table, and had sent 
the note to Mrs. Hetherington’s room by a friend. 
He told the bearer to ask Mrs. Hetherington to send 
no more letters to him. 

Evidence for the defence showed many acts on 
the part of Robinson to compromise Mrs. Hether- 
ington, and in spite of his promises to pay her no 
more attention he had spoken sneeringly of her to 
bis friends aod said she was forcing her attentions 
upon him.

THE NEW BRIGADIER GENERAL, 


THE Army breathes easier now that the President 
has finally nominated a successor to General Kautz. 
Colonel Frank Wheaton, 2d Infantry, will wear the 
star. Another victory for seniority. This appoint- 
ment will no doubt be popular with the Army, 
Colonel Wheaton’s most earnest supporters were 
Senators Hawley and Manderson and the entire 
Congressional delegation from Rhode Island, of 
which State the fortunate candidate is a native. 

There is no mistake about General Wheatoa’s 
record as asoldier. In 1855 he was appointed a 
ist Lieutenant of the ist U. S. Cavalry, and when 
the war broke out was promoted to captain. His 
native State, mindful of his soldierly qualities, ap- 
pointed him in July, 1861, Lieutenant Colonel of the 
2d Rhode Island Infantry, and in a few days after- 
wards its Colonel. Less than one year later he 
was appointed a Brigadier Gencral of Volunteers, 
from which position he was mustered out in April, 
1866. Inthe meantime he had attained to the 
rapk of Major of the 2d U.S. Cavalry, and in the re- 
organization of the Army in 1866 he was appointed 
Lieutenant Colonel of the 39th Infantry, went to 
the 2ist Infantry in 1869, and in December, 1874, 
was promoted Oolonel of the 2d Infantry. His war 
record is second to none, as attested by his severa} 
brevets{from Lieutenant Colonel to Major General 
for gallantry at Ball Run (2d), Chancellorsville, 
the Wilderness, Cedar Oreek, Petersburg, Opequan, 
Fisher’s Hill and Middletown, Va. This is but a 
brief record of the services of an officer who has 
rendered his country excellent service, and while, 
ofcourse, other competitors in the race for the 
vacant star have splendid war records, and claims 
for preferment in every way worthy of acknowl- 
edgment, yet we feel sure that there are few who 
will begrudge the honor which has been bestowed 
upon an officer who in any event would have be- 
come on Friday of this week the Lieutenant Col- 
onel of the line of the Army. ‘ 


CONGRESS AND THE NEW NAVY. 


AFTER a proiracted debate during five consecu- 
tive sessions, the Naval Appropriation bill was 
passed by the House on Monday last, and is now 
pending in the Senate Appropriation Oommittee, 
where it will doubtless receive a substantial addi- 
tion to the provision for the increase of the Navy. 
The House stood by the majority of the Naval 
Committee in all of their recommendations with 
the exception of the provision for a new dry dock 
at Port Royal,S.C. This item was stricken out 
on a point of order that it was new legislation and 
not germane to the bill. With this and one or two 
unimportant exceptions, the bill was passed by the 
House in the same sbape as reported by the commit- 
tee. Repeated and varied motions were made to 
change the recommendations for new ships, but 
without success. Mr. Herbert seemed to have 
studied the sense of the House on the question of 
new vessels before he reported the bill, for his ac- 
tion in this matter was upheld by every vote 
taken. In justice to Mr. Herbert it may be stated 
that there is no one in or out of Congress that is 
more heartily in favor of continuing the comstruc- 
tion of the Navy than he is. We are assured 
that he would bave urged a half dozen or more 
new vessels had he believed there was any show of 
favorable action by the House. But he was Satis- 
fied that one vessel was as much as the economists 
of the House would stand, and he brought in a bill 
accordingly. It is anticipated that the Senate will 
add a battleship, two or three small gunboats and 
several torpedo boats, and that the conferees will 
finally compromise on three vessels, an armored 
cruiser of the New York type, a battleship and a 
torpedo cruiser of the type authorized a year ago, 
but which could not be built because the appropria- 
tion was too small. It is expected that the amount 
will be increased for this vessel in the impending 
bill. 

In the debate in the House on the bill the Re- 
publicans by their action showed themselves to be 
unanimously favorable to any reasonable addition 
to the Navy. The Democrats, on the other hand, 
excepting perhaps three score or less, stood by the 
committee in their recommendation for one armored 
cruiser, while no inconsiderable number of them 





* went to the full extreme of supporting Mr. Hol- 
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man’s motion to strike out the appropriation for 
this purpose. 

The first vote when the debate closed was taken 
on Mr. Boutelle’s amendment to provide for two 
battle ships, ten torpedo boats and one torpedo 
eruiser in addition to the armored cruiser. It was 
defeated by a vote of 65 to 102. Then Mr. Oum- 
mings (Dew.), of New York, who earnestly co-op- 
erated with Mr. Boutelle, moved an amendment for 
one battleship and five torpedo boats. .The oppo- 
sition to this was not sostrong, but it was sufficient. 
The yeas were 73 and the nays 99. Mr. Boutelle 
then moved an appropriation for two steel gunboats 
to cost $500,000 each and ten torpedo boats, which 
was overwhelmingly defeated, as also another mo- 
tion by Mr. Cummings to provide for four torpedo 
boats costing $500,000 each, two light draught gun- 
boats at $350,000 each and two torpedo boats. 

Mr. Holman moved that the appropriation for 
the armored cruiser be stricken out. This was de- 
feated by the decisive vote of 120 to 58. Then Mr. 
Holman changed his tactics and moved to substi- 
tute four torpedo boats for the cruiser. [he House 
rejected this proposition by a vote of 105 to 45. The 
bill was then passed with a provision for the arm- 
ored cruiser only. 





The Senate Naval Committee has made a strong 
and unanimous report on Senate bill 1289, to in- 
crease the efficiency of the Engineer Corps of the 
Navy. The text of this measure, which has the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Navy and other offi- 
cials of the Navy Department, was published in 
the JOURNAL in January last. The increase pro- 
vided for is fourteen chief engineers and one hun- 
dred assistant and passed assistant engineers. In 
view of the present and prospective increase 
in the number ot war ship with modern compli- 
cated machinery, propelled almost entirely by steam 
power, the committee is of opinion that this num- 
ber added to the Engineer Corps of the Navy is not 
only not excessive, but is necessary te meet the re- 
quirements of the Service. 

An important feature of the bill is the provi:.o 
permitting the appointment of graduates of en- 
gineering schools to the corps after two years of 
such instruction as is now given the naval cadets 
of the engineer division. Concerning the provis 
ion authorizing positive instead of relative rank the 
report states: ‘‘The establishment of an official 
status for the officers of the Engineer Corps by as- 
signing rank to them, instead of relative rank as 
heretofore, appears to the committee to be a just 
and necessary measure in view of the fact that 
steam engineering has practieally replaced the old 
seamanship, and the chief engineer and his asais- 
tants have control over a large part of the entire 
crew of the vessel, and upon the exercise of their 
authority depends the efficiency of the ship asa 
fighting machine.” They say: ‘* The conferring of 
this rank is in accordance with the laws relating to 
staff officers in the Army, and does in no way con- 
flict with the right to command now vested by law 
in the officers of the line. This is provided for by 
section 4 of the bill, which confines the authority 
of the engineer officers to their own department. 
Any official or person who gives orders or direc- 
tions controlling the operations of bodies of men 
must have some right or authority for his action, 
and in a military organization rank, and rank 

alone, confers this authority.” They further say : 
“The responsibilities of an engineer on a modern 
man-of-war are second to none in importance, ex- 
cepting those of the commanding officer, and the 
latter himself would be powerless to inflict injury 
upon an enemy unless supported by the intelli- 
genee, skill, energy and courage of the engineer, 
who must coolly perform his duty and control his 
men in the presenve of the enemy, and under the 
most trying conditions of battle, to be shot at 
Without the opportunity of shooting back. The 
rank conferred by this bill appears to your com 
mittee to be fair and just. In the Army actual 
rank is given to every department of the staff as 
well as to field and line officers, even to the medi- 
cal corps and chaplains. Why, then, should this 
most important branch of the naval service be dis- 
criminated against by confining it to a mere rela- 
tive rank? Your committee can see nothing in the 


reason or policy of such discrimination. The rank! 








of captain, commander, lieutenant-commander, 
lieutenant, lieutenant junior grade, and ensign 
corresponds with the rank of officers in the staff 
corps of the Army and equalizes those in the staff 
corps of the Navy.” 








THE SOUIH ATLANTIO NAVAL STATION, 


In a letter dated U. 8. S. Chicago, Flagship of 
the Squadron of Evolution, Montevideo, February 
15, 1892, Rear Admiral J. G. Walker calls the at- 
tention of the Department to the sanitary condi- 
tion of the east coast of South America, and to the 
existing objections to it as a permanent station for 
unsheathed cruisers of large size. The concurrent 
testimony of all officersof large experience in South 
America is that vessels should visit Brazalian ports 
only when specific circumstances require them to 
do so; that at such times their stay should be of 
brief duration, and that strict sanitary regalations 
and precautions should be enforced. This involves 
the refusal of liberty to men, and the curtailment 
of many privileges which are usually granted to 
both men and officers, and which promote content- 
ment and relieve the tedium and monotony of a 
long foreign cruiser. During this present season 
the yellow fever has been unusually severe in Rio 
Janeiro and Santos; andit has even appeared at 
Bahia, the one port of Brazil in which during sev- 
eral previous years it has been said not to have ex- 
isted. 

Oruising is limited to the estuary of the river 
Platte. At Montevideo vessels of deep draught are 
obliged to lie outside in the open sea, and during 
the winter the weather is almost incessantly bois- 
terous and communication difficult. “The anchor- 
age for heavy ships at Buenos Ayres is still further 
out, being 10 or 12 miles from the city. There 
is no harbor for large vessels, and in order 
to reach even this anchorage, heavy ships must be 
dragged through the mad off Point Indio where 
the water is shoal. Twenty feet can now be carried 
through the dredged channel into the *‘Boca,” or 
harbor mouth and the artificial basins close to the 
city, but vessels lying in the basins suffer distinct 
military disadvantages id being tied up to the dock 
and in having their opportunities for drills and ex 
ercises much restricted. Moreover the sanitary 
conditions are not favorable to a long stay. 

Small cruising vessels built of wood, sheathed and 
coppered, are about suited to these waters. The 
great uaval powers recognize this fact. Eag'and 
has four small vessels, one corvette and three gun 
vessels, under the command of a captain as senior 
officer. France has one small vessel under a cap- 
tain’s command, the Spanish one, the Italians two, 
the Germans none. The Spanish and Italian senior 
officers are commanders. 

The United States alone maintains a flag officer 
on this station, and her vessels are the only ones 
that cannot anchor in the harbor of Montevideo. 
The foreign vessels are sheathed and coppered, and 
there are no facilities short of Rio Janeiro for dock- 
ing our unsheathed vessels. Large ships have 
always been unsuitable for cruising duty upon this 
station, but large wooden vessels were independent 
of those docking facilities, which can not be with- 
held from large steel ships without endangering 
their existence. And to place a vessel in dock in- 
volves not merely the risk but practically the cer- 
tainty of infection by yellow fever. Ooncluding, 
Admiral Walker says :

Every American schoolboy knows of Patrick 
Henry as the author of the ‘“‘Give me liberty or 





give me death” speech, but how many, even, of 
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our ordinarily well-informed ci:izons, realiz> the 
full extent of Henry’s contributions to the pabiic 

service? How many know that he was not only agieat 
orator, and a convincing Parliamen‘ary debater, 
but a great lawyer, holding for many years a lead- 
ing position at the Virginia bar and taking part 
in some of the most important cases in the history 
of jurisprudence in that State? How many recall 
the fact that at different periods, between 1776 and 
1796, Henry served five terms as Governor of Vir- 
ginia and twice declined a re-election? Indeed, the 
honors he declined were more even than those he 
accepted. He refused an election as delegate to 
Oongress and twice declined an appointment to the 
U. 8. Senate. He declined to be Secretary of State 
under the administration of Washington, and re- 
fused an appointment as Chief Justice of the United 
States. He was offered the Mission to Spain, and 

t wice refused to represent the United States at the 
Oourt of France, and he might have been a candi- 
date for the Vice-Presideucy had he permitted the 

use of his name. His;public;serviee was limited to 
offices that did not take him beyond the border of 

Virginia, but he served as a member of the eleo- 
toral college that chose Washington as our first 
President. As George Mason said of him early in 

his career (1774) with almost prophetic utterance, 
for his history had then but jast begun: “ He is 

in my opinion the first man upon this continent, 
as well in abilities as in public virtues, and had he 
lived in Rome about the time of the first Punic 
war, when the Roman people had arrived at their 
meridian glory, and their virtue not tarnished, Mr. 
Henry’s talents might have put him at the head of 
that glorious Commonwealth.” Wm. Wirt Henry, 
the grandson of Patrick Henry, has rendered an 
important public service by presenting us for the 
first time with an adequate account of the private 
history and the public career of his great ancestor. 
The wo:k 13 published in three handsome octavo 
volumes by Charles Scribner’s Sons, and is en- 

titled ‘‘ Patrick Henry : Life, Correspondence and 
Speeches.” It is issued in a limited edition of 1,100 
copies printed from type. Mr. Henry has had ac- 
cess to much material not available to others, in 
the shape of private papere, coming to him through 
bis father, and his work is not only valuable asa 
life of Patrick Henry, but because of its important 
contribution to the history of the period of the 
Revolutionary War and the years immcdiately suc- 
ceeding it, during which the foundations of the 
Republic were laid. 

















Li EUTENANT J. H. HETHERINGTON has been or- 
dered away from the scene of his troubles.

S cmeor all of the young naval cadets and assistan: 
naval constructors now abroad will have to be or- 
dered home, as the Navy Department has failed to 
make arrangements with apy of the foreign dock- 
yards or private shipbuilding establishments in 
Scotland or France for their admission during the 
sum mer vacation. They will be assigned to practical 
instruction in the'navy-yards in this country— 
Assistant Constructors Hibbs and Rock and 
Naval Cadet Rubm going to the New York, Nor- 
folk and Mare Island Yards, respectively. Having 
completed two years at Glasgow, they will proba- 
bly remain here, though it was originally contem- 
plated to give them three years abroad. Naval 
Cadets Spear and Watt having had only a year at 
Glasgow, will be sent back after spending several 
months at the New York Navy-yaid and the 
Cramps shipbuilding establishment at Philadelphia. 
They will probably receive appointments as assist- 
ant constructors before they return. Naval Oadet 
Ruhm will also be appointed an assistant con- 
structor during the present year. As intimated 
last week, Naval Cadets Zahm and Belknap will 
be detailed for a course at Glasgow during the com- 





ing autumn. 
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PROSPECTS FOR ARMY LEGISLATION. 
Consideration of the Army Appropriation bill 
was commenced by the Sub Committee of ‘the Sen- 
ate Appropriation Committee, Senator Steward 
chairman, on Thursday last. General Batch- 
elder, Q. M. G.; General Sutherland, 8S. G. ; 
and Major Smart, his assistant, appeared 
before them on that date and explained the es‘i- 
mates of their respective departments. General 
Batchelder arged an increase in the item for travs- 
portation in order tocarry out the contemplated 
concentration of troops at Chicago in 1893 for co- 
operation with the militia in connection with the 
World's Fair. As previously intimated the Senate 
Military Committee has proposed the Artillery- 
Infantry Organization bill and the bill to increase 
the pay of non-commissioned officers of 
the line as amendments to the Army 
Appropriation bill. These amendments have 
not yet been acted upon by the Sub- 
Oommittee. Senators Hawley and Manderson 
will appear before them some time during the week 
to urge their adoption. The members of the House 
Military Committee deprecate this action of Sena- 
tors Hawley and Manderson in proposing to load 
dowa the Army Appropriation .bill with special 
legislation, and are hoping that the Senate will not 
acquiesce in their recommendation as they are sure 
that the House will not concur in the amendments, 
and that final action on the appropriation bill will 
be needlessly prolonged thereby. 








SFEXAXING of the prospects of the Artillery-Infan- 
try Reorganization bill, General Wheeler, of the 
House Military Committee, said to us the other day 
that he deemed it unwise to push this measure for 
final consideration this session, as the House will 
not be in the humor for business of this nature on 
the eve of a Presidential campaign. He seysit will 
be difficult to make the House believe that anything 
is to be saved by tie bill, and he therefore con- 
siders the chances of the bill endangered by being 
brought forward when the dominant party 1s figur- 
img on arecordforeconomy. Next session different 
conditions will exist, and he believes that there 
will thea be no trouble in securing the passage of 
the bill, and he entertains a similar opinion in re- 
gard to the bill for increase of pay to non-commis- 
sioned officers of the line. 

Concerning the Lineal Promotion bill , General 
Wheeler believes that it will pass this session in the 
form proposed by the Senate, i. e., the application 
of the lineal promotion law to 1st lieutenants ac- 
eording to present rank. Personally, however, he 
is opposed to the abandonment of the, regimental 
system, as he believes that better results will ensue 
from having officers permanently identified with 
one regiment until they reach field rank. 








Mason ArTHUR MacARTHOUR, JR., A. A. G., re- 
turned to Washington this week from a two weeks’ 
tour through the New Eogland and Middle States 
on business connected with the Division of Military 
Intelligence. He consulted with the Adjutant 
General of the State Militia in New York, Connec- 
ticut, Rhode Island, New Jersey, Peunsylvania, 
Massachusetts and Vermont, with regard to the de- 
sire of the department to co-operate more heartily 
with the Militia than heretofore and its purpose to 
exp and the functions of the Intelligence Office to 
take in the operations of the State troops. He 
fou nd them all delighted with the prospects for 
gre ater encouragement from the federal authori- 
ties and ready and willing to lend every ‘assist- 
ance in furnishing information for the new bureau. 
One important result of the visit will probably be 
an increased number of details of Army officers to 
mil itia duty this coming season.

Resolved unanimously that all military officers commis- 
sioned by Congress who pow are, or bereafter may be, in the 
service of the United States, and shall continue therein dur- 
ing the war, and sball not hold any office of profit under these 
States, or any of them, after the conclusion of the war. 
shall be entitled to receive for the term of seven years, it 
they live so long, one-half of the present pay of such offi- 
cers, * * * * And provided this resolution shall not ex- 
tend to any officer in the service of the United States, unless 
be sball have taken the; oath of allegiance to, and shall 
actually reside within some one of these United States. * * * 
(Signed) GEORGE WASHINGTON.

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The Chinese Government bave ordered from 
Messrs. Krupp a number of howitzers of a new 
pattern for mountain work. 





A smokeless powder for the 10-inch breech-load- 
ing rifle of the Army has been shipped from France 
for the Sandy Hook proving ground and will be 
used in firing that weapon. The new Cruesot ex- 
perimental carriage for 12-inch guns is being put 
in position at Sandy Hook for tria). 





Sir Frederick Abel frankly explains in the London 
Times that he and Prof. Dewar conjointly took out 
a patent for improvements smokeless powder, and 
assigned them unconditionally to the Secretary of 
State for War. Their patent resulted from exhaus- 
tive trials of the various smokeless powders sub- 
mitted by inventors, and Sir Frederick does not tell 
us what right he had to make use of knowledge 
thus obtained. 





Rector HERMANN AHLWARDT has published in 
Dresden a pampbiet entitled “New Revelations 
About Jewish Guns.” in it he chargesa Prussian 
lieut.-colonel, of Jewish extraction, and several 
other firms with conapiring with the Jewish firm of 
Ludwig, Loewe and Co. to defraud the German 
Government by furnishing it with defective rifirs. 
The charge 1s indignantly denied, and is credited to 
the anti-semitic feeling now prevalent in Germany. 


AN electric welded projectile, in which there was 
all the interest which attached to a novelty in ord- 
papce material, bas been tested at the naval proving 
ground at Indian Head, on the Potomac. A four- 
inch naval rapid-fire gun was used, and four shells 
were fired at two plates, one of which was a 2}<¢-inch 
steel deck plate and the other a 3-inch armor plate, 
The shells penetrated the target and proved to be 
satisfactory. The shells were mauufactured by the 
American Projectile Company of Lynn, Mass., of 
which Lieut. W. M. Wood, U. 8S. N., is president. 








The new equipment enables the French infantry- 
man to carry 120 cartridges instead of 112, conven- 
jiently disposed in three cartridge boxes, two be- 
tore and one behind, attached tothe belt. A bre- 
telle de suspension has been designed which will 
transfer a part of the weight from the hips to 
the shoulders, and, with a proper adjustment of 
this bretelle, the belt may be left unbuckled. The 
German equipment enables the infantryman to 
carry 150 cartridges, 60 in two small cases in front, 
and 90in a large case behind, and the German rifle 
allows the cartridge to be fixed in packets of five, 
while the Frenchman wuast handle them singly. 

Artillery officers have been endeavoring to secure 
the return of the War Department to the steel col- 
lar tor borses in batteries. The manufacture of 
these collars was discontinued some years ago in 
this country, through the failure of the producers. 
The demand, however, bas gone op, and the result 
is that Gen. Flagler, Chief of Ordnance of the Army, 
with whom the matter rests, has induced a manu- 
facturer to undertake the work of making the de- 
sired article. A sample collar has been furnished 
and a number of others will probably be ordered 
for experimental purposes, and if that meets with 
approval, experimental collars will be ordered for 
trial in the Service and later a larger contract will 
be awarded. 


A writer in the London Lancet, referring to the 
firing of the great guns aboard sbip by officers sta- 
tioned in the conning-tower, raises the not unim- 
portant question whether the strain on trained gun- 
ners, after an hour or so of such severe gua practice 
carried on in covered casemates, would not render 
the gunners incapable or decidedly reluctant to 
man the guns. The effect, it is contended, produced 
on the nervous system by the uncertainty when the 
guns fired by — from a distance would go 
off, would be very considerable, and prove exlaust- 
ing to the gunners to a very serious extent. Ac- 
cording to the view takepv by this writer, the phy- 
siological aspect in which the matter presents itself 
is very simple; that is, if a man has to do anything 
which calls forth unwonted effort of any kind, he 
eitber voluntarily prepares himself for its exactions, 
or the system involuntarily adjusts itself accord- 
ingly; and asudden and unexpected noise causes a 
shock to the nervous system, which, if frequently 
repeated, is apt to induce nerve tension, followed 
by nervous exhaustion. 








The progress made by Carnegie, Phipps and Co. 
and the Betblehem Iron Works with their armor 
plate contracts is thus given by Congressman Bou- 
telle in his speech on the Naval Appropriation bill 
on Monday last: With Bethlehem Iron OCo., 6,703 
tons; with Carnegie, Phipps and Co., 6,000 tons; 
total under contract, 12,703; still to be contractea 
for, for ships thus far authorized, 3,800 tons. Deliv- 
eries on the two contracts bave already commenc- 
ed, amounting in all to 300 tons, and more than one- 
fourth of the whole Bethlehem contract is already 
forged. it is estimated that deliveries will continue 
at the rate of 700 tons per month, so that the pres- 
ent contracts should be completed by Sept. 1, 1893. 
It is believed that in the course of the next tweive 
or fifteen months either of these establishments will 
be in condition to carry on extensive manufacture 
ofarmor in addition to that needcd for the ships 
now in course of construction. On April 5 the Chief 
of Ordnance reported that the Bethlehem Co. had 
forged 3,594,686 pounds, of which 851,500 bad been 
finished. All the armor for the Monterey bas been 
completed. During the month of February Car- 
negie, Phipps and Co. delivered 105 tons on their 
contract and about the same quantityin March. 
Witbin a month this company expects to produce 
350 tons per month.

A despatch of April 20 from Sage Creek, Wyo., 
says: *‘A snow storm has been raging since Sunday 
with unabated severity, and the trail between Mc- 
Kinney and Douglas is in frightful condition. It 
was the intention of the troops to make Powder 
River the objective point of the first day’s march, 
but it was absolutely impossible to get further than 
Crazy Woman, 20 miles from the starting point.

Dept. of Texas.— Brig. Gen. D. S. Stanley.

CHANGES IN NAVY COMMANDS. 


SEVERAL changes in important naval commands 
may be looked for in the near future. Acting Rear 
Admiral Walker will shortly be coming home from 
the South Atlantic Station and, it is understood, 
will apply to be relieved from his present com- 
mand. Acting Rear Admiral Brown will be relieved 
from the command of the Pacific Station during the 
present year. The great opposition to the arsign- 
ment of commodores to squadron commands with 
the illegal title of acting rear admiral will probably 
result in the selection of some of the available rear 
admirals to relieve Acting Rear Admirals Walker 
and Brown. The rear admirals available for this 
service are Benham, [rwin and Greer. The latter 
bad a short tour as acting rear admiral, but it is not 
improbable that he will go to sea again before his 
retirement three years hence. Rear Admiral John 
Irwin will, it is expected, succeed Rear Admiral 
Brown in command of the Pacific Station, and Rear 
Admiral Benham will probably go to the So uth At- 
lantic in the autumn. 

Therumor is revived that Acting Rear Admiral 
Walker will be assigned to the Lighthouse Board 
upon his return, relieving Rear Admiral Greer, who 
will, it is said, be given a Navy-yard or rquadron 
command. it is well known that admiral 
Walker has long desired service on the Light- 
house Board, and now that he could be elected 
chairman by reason of the resignation of Gen. 
Casey asa member of the Board heis said to be 
specially anxious for the detail. His squadron will 
not reach northern waters uncil early in the new 
fiscal year, but will probably leave Montevideo for 
the West Indies during the coming month in order 
to escape the period for yellow fever epidemic along 
the Brazilian coast. But foradesire to avoid a de- 
ficiency in the coalfund the squadron would be 
brought all the way north betore July 1. As it 
would be necessary to coal in the West Indies it 1s 
thought likely that the fleet will be kept at some 
healthy port in that vicinity until the new coal 
fund becomes available. When the fiset reaches 
home waters the two squadrons will in all proba- 
bility be merged into one, with Rear Admiral 
Gherardi in command. With the squadron thus 
enlarged it may be found practicable to carry out 
this the long contemplated manvcuvres in connec- 
tion with the Naval War Coliege which wili be 
opened season. This subject is now receiving the 
attention of the Naval offivials. 








AN associated press despatch of April 15, from 
London, says: The revelations made, in evidence 
on the state of the British Army given before the 
committee of inquiry presided over by Lord Wan- 
tage, bave been the sensation of the week.

Masor Nicroiss Vepper, U. 8. Army, retired, 
who died at Washington, D.C., April 15, was ap- 
pointed an additional paymaster in September, 1861' 
served faithfully during the war; was appointed to 
the regular establishment in 1867,and was retired 
for age Sept. 2, 1882. For his faithful and meritori- 
ous services during the war he received the brevet 
of lieutenant-colonel of volunteers. The deceased 
officer had a Jarge circle of friends, who will mourn 
his death, 

Curer ENGINEER NATHAN B. CLARK, U.S. Navy, 
retired, died April 18, at his residence in Washing- 
tov, D.C. He was appointed to the Navy in 1861, 
was promoted first assistant engineer in 1865, and 
was retired as such in 1868. In 1885 he was pro- 
moted chief engineer on the retired list. The de- 
ceased officer was well known throughout the ser- 
vies and abroad as a persistent advocate of defiec- 
tive armor for war vessels, also on account of his 
numerous ingenious inventions appertaining to en- 
gineering and ordinary matters. Although an in- 
valid since his retirement, he had performed a great 
deal of work of an inventive nature, and was a 
busy man up to the time of his death. 


Cuter Excinetr CHARtEs E. DE VAtrty, U.S. N., 
died in Washington April 16 from apoplexy. It was 
his second attack, the first having occurred at Tou- 
lov, France, two years ago, when he was attached 
to the Baltimore. The deceased was only recently 
retired as the result of that attack, from which he 
never fully recovered. He was born in Maryland, 
appointed third assistant engineer in 1858, promoted 
to second ass’s‘ant engineer in 1861, first assistant 
engineer in 1863, and chief engineer in 1870. He was 
an able officer, having been repeatedly assigned to 
experimental and other duty of a bigbly scientific 
nature. He was a member of the Loyal Legion. He 
leaves a widow and several children, one of whom, 
Dr. Charles M. De Valin, bas recently been ap- 
pointed an assistant surgeon in the Navy.

BrREVET BRIGADIER-GENERAL Wma. W. Borys, 
colonel U.S. A., retired, died euddenly at Beaufort, 
8. C., April 19. He was an Ohioan, entered the Mili- 
tary Academy in 1842, was graduated in 1847 and 
promoted to the 3i Infantry, and soon afterwards to 
the 5th Infantry. He was promoted Ist lieutenant, 
5th lof., in August, 1850. During the next six years 
he saw active service in the Indian wars, which oc- 
cupied the attention of the troops at that time. In 
1856-7 be took active part in hostilities against the 
Semivole [ndians in Florida. He became captain of 
the 5th Infantry on Jan. 19,1859. On the breaking 
out of the War of the Rebellion he was appointed 
tothe Subsistence Department with the rank of 
major, and in September, 1861, was appointed a 
brigadier general of volunteers and took part, with 
the Army of the Potomac, in operations on the Up- 
per Potomac, in the Shenandoah Valley, and in the 
Virginia Peninsular campaign. He was engaged in 
the battle of Fair Oaks ia May, 1862, at the battle of 
Peach Orchard and Savage Station, where he was 
wounded; wasin the Rappahannock campaign of 
the Army of the Potomacin December, 1862, and 
January, 1863, He was appointed major-general of 
volunteers Nov. 29, 1862. He resigned his volunteer 
commission March 20, 1863, and was breveted briga- 
dier genera! March 13, 1865, for gallantand merito- 
rious service during the rebellion. He had pre- 
viously received the brevets of lieutenant-colone} 
and colonel for gallantry at Savage Station and 
Glendale, Va., Nov. 29, 1862. After the war he 
served in many responsible positionsin the Subsis- 
tence Department and attained the grade of colonel 
and Assistant Commissary General of Subsistenoe 
Nov. 9, 1884. He was a partner with Maj. Sibley, 
formerly of the 1st Dragoons, in the ownership of a 
patent for the tent bearing the name of the latter 
He was retired Sept. 3, 1889, his 64th birthday. Gen‘ 
Burns was an officer of much merit and excellent 
service, and his death will be much regretted bya 
large circle of friends.

READJUSTMENT OF RANK. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In his report to the Secretary of War, dated 
March 2, Maj.-Gen. Schofield, commanding the 
Army. in commenting on House bill 328 (the Outh- 
waite bill), suggests that for the words “ according 
to original entry into regular service” in the bill be 
substituted the words “according to rank as 
fixed under act of Congress approved July 28, 1866, 
or by subsequent entry into the regular service,” so 
as to make the basis of readjustment of relative 
rank at the present time. the reorganization effected 
after the close of Civil War, etc. 

“ Why uot go back to Feb. 23, 1866?" 

Before the passage of the act of July 28, 1866, a 
large number of persons were appointed to be lieu- 
tenants in the Regular Army from the volunteer 
service and from other sources. All of these were 
given place as a reward for service either as volun- 
teers or in the Regular Army. G. O. No.71, A.G.O. 
1866, in announcing the appointment of over 500 
officers, fixed their rank with relation to each other 
by a number given each, and rank and service in 
the volunteers was the rule upon which the place of 
each was fixed. 

There were about 260 lieutenants appointed on 
Feb. 23 and many on May 11, 1866, all of which are 
announced in G. O. No. 71. Regimental promotios 
bas altered the relative standing of these officers ia 
a noticeable way, both with reference to each other 
and generally. 

Asan iliustration let us observe the list of cap- 
tains of infantry down to No. 69. There are 13 offi- 
cera above No. 69 who were appointed lieutenants 
Feb. 23, 1866, and 18 who were appointed captains 
after that dute. The order of rank of the 13 as 
given in G. O. 7land their present number as cap- 
tain in the Register is as follows:

PROTECTION FORK THE SEALS. 


In his message transmitting the Bering Sea modus 
vivendi convention to the Senate April 17, the Presi- 
dent said: *‘ As the value and effectiveness of this 
agreement qo largely upoa it being put in 
force at once, I respectfully request a prompt con- 
sideration of the subject by the Senate.”’ 

The Senate acceded to his request with the great- 
est expediency. The treaty was received Thursday 
afternoon, referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, which acted upon it the next morning, 
and reported it to the Senate favorably that after- 


noon. 

Briefiy stated, these articles prohibit Great Britain 
and the United States from seal kiliiog in Bering 
Sea and on the Seal Islands (save seals to be 
taken on the islands by the United States for the 
subsistence of the natives) during the arbitration, 
provide for the seizure of offending vessels and per- 
mit the residence of British agents on the islands 
during the sealing season. 

The treaty provides for the payment by the party 
proved to bein the wreng for the damage suffered 
meanwhile from their action.

TRANSFER OF THE REVENUE MARINE. 


Iw their favorable report on the transfer of the 
Revenue Cutter Service to the Navy, the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs say: 


It being universally admitted that the condition of the 
Revenue Cutter Ser is not satisfactory, the opponents 
of the transfer to the Navy propose, as an alternative, the 
creation of a retired iist for the aged and disabled officers 
and men of that service. Tne committee are pot prepared 
to accept this proposition asexpedieot. . . We are con. 
fronted with the existence of two American Navies, one 
the larger or priocipal Navy. with 269 guns, 74 sbips, 1316 
officers, 8,188 seamen; the other the smailer, or Treasury 
navy, comprising 62 guns, 34 ships, 220 officers, and 811 sea- 
men. two navies are essentiaily alike and completely 
military in their material cbaracteristics; and, so far as our 
own 5,700 miles of continental! coast line and the 4,700 miles 
of Alaskan waters are concerned they are both eugaged in 
time of peace in similar duties, and each would be engaged 
in the same duties asthe otherin time of war. It is time 
that this anomaly should end and that both the American 
Navies should, for the purposes of construction, organiz:- 
tion ane discipline, be placed under the control and direc. 
tion of one departmental bead, and that should be the mili- 
a one of the Secretary of the Navy. 

be committee believe that in recommending the transfer 
from this huge and overburdeved Treasury UVepartment of 
the supervision of its naval ships, guns, officers and seamen 
the real efficiency of that Department in the;performance of 
its legitimate and indispensable work will not be injured, 
but indeed will be largely increased. In time of peace the 
Secretary of the Navy can devote more personal attention 
to promoting the efficiency of the vessels of the Revenue 
Marine that can be given by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
ln time of war, necessarily and immediately, the command 
of tbe outside cruising revenue cutters at once to the 
Secretary of the Navy. He should, therefore, in time jof 
peace retain the control of the construction and preserva- 
tion of such vessels and of the organization and discipline 
of their officers and seamen.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


Seventh New York.—Colonel D. Appleton. 


Tue red trimmings on the uniform of the 7th Regiment 
indicating a relationship to the artillery will hereafter have 
some significance. Within the last few months Adjutant 
Langdon bas organized a light battery which promises to be 
a most useful as weil as an interesting feature of the regi- 
ment. When the regiment went to the War in 1861 it was 
presented with two howitzers. Since then it has acquired 
two others and two gatling guns. These compose the arma- 
ment of the 7th Regiment Volunteer Battery. The mem- 
bers consist of volunteers from the various companies. 
They have been drilling every Saturday night at their 
armory with anenthbusixsm which, considering that their 
other duties are not slighted, certainly deserves commen- 


ation. 

On Saturday, April 16, the corps held its first drill in the 
open, journeying by special train from the Grand Central 
Depot to Van Cortland Park. The battery on disembark- 
ing marched to the Van Cortlandt mansion and parked 
their pieces in front of it at about 1 ep. m. The members, who 
it might be remarked, are the largest and best men, pbysi- 
cally speaking, in the regiment, then proceeded to the fer- 
tilizer store room of the mansion, which had been tempor- 
arily fitted up as a dining ball,and the way they disposed 
of the good things there made the ebony attendants roll up 
their eyes in astonishment. After lunch the photographers 
were kept busy taking pictures of the sections separately 
and together. At 2:40 Pp. mM.the assembly sounded, and ina 
few moments the battery were marched out upon the field, 
The day was superb for the soldiers, but chilly for specta- 


tors. 

The battery was manceuvred by Adj. Langdon for two 
hours, and reflected credit upon itself and its commander. 
The men had to tug the guns around themselves, and this 
of course rendered the movements less rapid and spirited 
than those of a horse battery. Considering that the men 
bad never before this occasion used powder in their drills 
their steadiness deserves praise. The firings by section, 
platoon and battery were executed with precision. There 
was some inequality in the efficiency of the respective sec- 
tions, which a few more drills of this kind ought and will 
undoubledly remove.
